he broke into his lodging with twe 
men, the noiſe of which waking Lean 
he aroſe and defended himſelf ſo well. 
he 1oon killed the Prince and moſt of 
followers ; after whieh, fearing the c 
ſequences that might ariſe from 
laughter, retreated to a window 
jutted over the ſea, leaped into the flo 
and directing his courſe by the ſtars 
ſwam full of revenge to Greece, and ſi 
ly arrived at Abydos.—He thought to 
venge this baſe treatment by bringt 
over a powerful army, and deſtroyingt 
place; but the ſecrecy of his love, ani 
defire not more to offend Hero's fatit 
who was outrageous for the death of Pt 
ſepolis, he deſiſted from that reſolve. a
